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JANE PAULEY: The incredible case of Nazi war criminal 
Klaus Barbie has taken a rather ugly turn in our direction. 

Known as the Butcher of Lyon, Barbie directed the torture and 
murder of thousands of French citizens during World War II. 

Well, was he later a paid informer for American intelligence? 

Did Americans actually aid his escape to South America? 

Dr. Erhard Dabringhaus says he worked with Barbie 
for about six months during 1948. Dr. Dabringhaus is now a 
professor of German language and literature at Wayne State 
University. He joins us from WDIV, our NBC affiliate in Detroit.
